It was enough 
to know that the South would 
have a hard time functioning 
without him, 


The Northern General, 
Ulysses S. Grant, was one of 
the rst military leaders to ap- 
precilate the Importance = of 
slavery in military strategy. 


He himself had never been 
an anti-slavery man.
